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The following investigation was conducted at 
San Jose, California: 

On December 29, 1975, WILLIAM HOFFMAN, Assistant 
District Attorney, Santa Clara County, 234 E. Gish Road, 
advised that he did not have any direct knowledge that 
JEROME DUCOTE had provided documents to any Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. HOFFMAN advised that he 
first became aware of DUCOTE ? s activities with respect to 
several burglaries in Delano, California, and his possession 
of stolen documents, approximately two months, ago. HOFFMAN 
advised that the statute had run out on the burglaries and 
he was proceeding against DUCOTE for the possession of stolen 
documents. HOFFMAN advised that the persons most familiar 
with this matter and would know if DUCOTE ever made any 
statements that he had turned over documents to the FBI 
were JOHN LILLY of the California State Attorney General's 
Office in San Francisco, California, and BOB McCOLLUM of 
the Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office . 

On December 29, 1975, BOB McCOLLUM, Investigator, 
Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office, 234 E. Gish 
Road, advised that DUCOTE never told him directly that DUCOTE 
had turned over documents to the FBI. McCOLLUM advised that 
as he recalled the documents were given to Western Research 
in Oakland, California. McCOLLUM advised that WALTER KUBIAS, 
California State Department of Organized Crime and Criminal 
Intelligence Bureau, had originally talked to DUCOTE and 
had obtained a signed statement from DUCOTE pertaining to the 
burglaries that DUCOTE has been alleged to have been involved 
in and also as to the distribution of the documents taken in 
the burglaries. 
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On December 24, 1975, Jerome Joseph Ducote, Inmate, 
Santa Clara County Jail, North County Facilities, Palo Alto, 
California, was interviewed by agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Ducote jvas advised of the purpose of the inter- 
view, that being Tucotys supposedly having worked for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and turning over documents to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, these documents being taken 
from numerous burglaries alleged to have been committed by 
Ducote in Delano, California. Ducote was advised of his rights 
by means of a Warning and Waiver of Rights form, which Ducote 
read, stated that he understood, but before signing he wanted 
to telephonically contact his attorney, Thomas Salciccia and 
obtain his okay before doing so. Ducote telephonically con- 
tacted his attorney and on the advice of his attorney, signed 
the Warning and Waiver of Rights form. 

Ducote advised that he has never worked for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in any capacity. He advised 
that he did not turn over any documents to agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, nor did he ever meet any 
agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who were acting 
undercover in any capacity. 

Ducote advised that on February 14, 1975, he met 
with Walter Kubias, California State Department , Organized 
Crime and Criminal Intelligence Bureau, and provided Kubias 
with approximately a ninety-five page statement pertaining 
to his (Ducote T s) involvement in the burglaries of the United 
Farm Worker's Union in Delano, California. Ducote advised that 
at that time, Kubias made him a promise of no prosecution if 
he was to tell everything he knew. Ducote advised that the 
Attorney General's Office in the State of California apparently 
sat on this matter until October 15, 1975, when it was again 
brought to light. He advised that apparently John Lilly of 
the California State Attorney General's Office took over the 
investigation from Kubias. 
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Ducote advised that during his discussions with 
Kubias he at no time ever mentioned or stated that he was 
employed by the Federal Bureau o,f Investigation, nor did he 
ever state that he had given documents to agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. He further advised that no names 
of FBI agents were eve^ mentioned in his discussions with Kubias. 

Ducote advised that Western Research, which is 
located in Oakland, California, had sent an agent down to 
review papers that he (Ducote) had in his possession. Ducote 
said that he thought this individual was from Army Intelligence 
based on the way the person was dressed and his general appear- 
ance. Ducote advised that he had whit he believed were two 
meetings with the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), the first 
being in Washington, D. C, and the second in San Jose, 
California. He advised that he never directly contacted the 
CIA for these meetings, but that the contact was made by the 
Farmer's Union. Ducote did not comment further on this matter 
inasmuch as he was concerned that it might jeopardize his cur- 
rent position. Ducote advised that he also thought that at 
one time he had met with an Air Force intelligence officer 
with respect to the matter.

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On March 27, 1974, the Civil Rights Division of 
the U. S. Department of Justice was telephonically con- 
tacted by Jerry Cohen, counsel for the United Farm 
Workers Union (UFWU) in California. Cohen related that 
he had been contacted by a person who provided the name 
Fred Schwartz who purported to have information that 
three people had, at numerous times over the past several 
years, broken into various UFfrU offices in California 
as well as offices of other organizations, Cohen received 
the impression that Schwartz was an attorney representing 
one of the persons responsible for the break- ins. Schwartz 
wanted $35,000 for evidence he would provide linking 
numerous California growers to these break- ins. Cohen 
told the Justice Department that he had met with Schwartz 
on March 25, 1974, in Bakersfield, California, and 
Schwartz provided Cohen with brief glimpses of materials 
reportedly seized. Schwartz also provided a list of 
such places, including a UFWU office in Delano called 
the Filipino Hall, which Cohen stated was, in fact, an 
object of an armed robbery in 1973. Cohen stated that 
materials taken at that time were financial records of 
the union and records relating to activities covered by 
the Norris-La Guardia Labor Apt. Schwartz further related 
that there were checks in existence that would establish 
a financial link between the ;alleged thieves and the 
growers. Schwartz was extremely anxious to raise the 
$35,000 as his "client" was supposed to be charged that 
week with fraud by unknown prosecuting authorities.

Jerry Cohen, Chief Counsel, UFWU, Keene, 
California, was contacted on March 28, 1974, and advised 
as follows: ; 

On March 21, 1974, hie received a telephone 
call from a male individual whlo said, "You will know 
me as Fred Schwartz," and indicated he was from San 
Francisco, California. Schwarjtz said he had some 
valuable information to sell concerning break-ins of 
UFWU offices, churches and the! Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee, in addition to certain individual 
residences. j 

On March 25, 1974, a prearranged meeting was 
held with Schwartz at the Hilton Inn bar in Bakersfield 
by Cohen and Dan Lavery, an American Civil Liberties 
Union attorney from Bakersfield and friend of Cohen. At 
this meeting, Schwartz had, in his possession, a file or 
folder approximately one inch|thick which he said con- 
tained stolen UFWU or union related documents. Schwartz 
said these documents and papers were a sample of others 
that were accessible to him which were taken in various 
"robberies" or "from inside" UFWU by an informant, all at 
the direction of two California growers. Schwartz 
advised he represented a man who was to be indicted on 
March 29, 1974, for fraud and | that he owes this man a 
favor.

William Stanton - (A San Jose Attorney 
and friend of UFWU who has run for 
some state or county office in the 
past.)

On March 31, 1974, a physical surveillance was 
conducted in the coffee shop of the Ramada Inn and its 
immediate vicinity, 2620 Pierce Road, Bakersfield. It 
was noted that at 3:34 p.m. on that date, a white male, 
age 45 to 50, 6 feet 1 inch to 2 inches, 215 to 220 pounds, 
gray hair, wearing a black sweater vest, polka dot shirt 
and carrying a dark colored briefcase, entered the coffee 
shop and met with Cohen.

Schwartz appeared very desperate during the 
conversation. Cohen recalls Schwartz mentioning that 
one of the persons involved in the burglaries had nine 
children. 

After the above contact with Cohen and still 
on April 1, 1974, an individual who identified himself 
as Fred Schwartz telephonically contacted the Bakersfield 
Office of the FBI and stated he had been in contact with 
Jerry Cohen. Schwartz said that Cohen told him he had 
talked to Senator Kennedy's Office, who would make 
arrangements for him, Schwartz, to furnish information 
to the FBI. He declined to discuss the matter on the 
telephone and made an appointment to appear in the FBI 
Office at Bakersfield at 9:30 a.m., April 4, 1974. 

On April 2, 1974, Ducote was contacted by FBI 
Agents at Room 240 of the Hilton Inn in Bakersfield and 
advised as follows: 

He admitted he has been in contact with Jerry 
Cohen of the UFWU and George Baker of the Fresno Bee during 
the past two weeks using the name Fred Schwartz. He also 
admitted he is the same individual who contacted Special 
Agent Conrad N. Shaw by telephone on the afternoon of 
April 1, 1974, using the name Fred Schwartz, and made an 
appointment with Special Agent Shaw for 9:30 a.m., 
April 4, 1974. He intended to delay talking to the FBI 
until April 4, 1974, in order to confer with his attorney, 
Hal Chapman, of San Jose, California, telephone 408-294-2270, 
He intends to leave Bakersfield on April 2, 1974, to 
discuss his situation with Chapman and return on the

He apologetically declined to furnish any 
details concerning his situation but did furnish the 
following information concerning the reasons for his 
recent actions under the name Schwartz: 

During the past four years he has been self- 
employed in the public relations business. During this 
same period, he and others were engaged in gathering 
intelligence for certain California growers, mainly 
concerning UFWU and its Director, Caesar Chavez. He 
is now M boxed in M because of his past activities with the 
growers. He is in debt in the amount of $20,000 in 
connection with a past loan and pressure is being exerted 
for repayment. He had been advised by his attorney to 
declare bankruptcy, since the matter appeared to be of 
a civil nature; however, at present the local District 
Attorney T s Office at San Jose is contemplating criminal 
fraud charges. He described another man involved with 
him as having nine children. He would not elaborate 
on the above information. 



He was formerly employed by the Saint Dismas 
Publishing Company, San Jose, which company is no longer 
in business. Prior to that time, and during the period 
1954 through 1963, he was a deputy sheriff for the Santa 
Clara, California, County Sheriff's Office.

SA | 
advised DUCOTE of the purpose of the interview, that being 
DUCOTE* s supposedly having worked for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) and turning over documents to the FBI, 
these documents being taken from numerous burglaries alleged 
to have b een committed by DUCOTE in Delano, California. 
SA | J advised DUCOTE of his rights by means of a Warning 
and Waiver of Rights form, which DUCOTE read, stated that he 
understood, but before signing he wanted to telephonically 
contact his attorney, THOMAS SALCICCIA and obtain his okay 
before doing so. DUCOTE telephonically contacted his attorney 
and on the advice of his attorney, signed the Warning and 
Waiver of Rights form.

Delano-, California. DUCOTE advised that at 'that time, 
KUBIAS made him a promise of no prosecution if he was to 
tell everything he knew. DUCOTE advised that the Attorney 
General T s Office in the State of California apparently sat 
on this matter until October 15, 1975, when it was again 
brought to. light. He advised that apparently JOHN LILLY 
of the California State Attorney General's Office took over 
the investigation from KUBIAS. 

DUCOTE advised that during his discussions with 
KUBIAS, he at no time ever mentioned or stated that he was 
employed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, nor did he 
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ever state that he had given documents to Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. He further advised that no names of 
FBI Agents were ever mentioned in his discussions with KUBIAS. 

DUCOTE advised that Western Research, which is 
located in Oakland, California, had sent an Agent down to ' 
review papers that he (DUCOTE) had in his possession. DUCOTE 
said that he thought this individual was from Army Intelligence 
based on the way the person was dressed and his general 
appearance. DUCOTE advised that he had what he believed 
were two meetings with the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) , 
the first being in Washington, D.C., and the second in San 
Jose, California. He advised that he never directly contacted 
the CIA for these meetings, but that the contact was made 
by the Farmer's Union. DUCOTE did not comment further on 
this matter inasmuch as he was concerned that it might 
jeopardize his current position. DUCOTE advised that he 
also thought that at one time he had met with an Air Force 
intelligence officer with respect to the matter.

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1/2 0/7 6 that in 3/74, the Civil Rights Division, U. S. Department 
of Justice (USDJ) requested investigation of repeated break-ins 
of United Farm Workers (UFW) offices in California. These break-ins 
occurred between 19 6 6 and 19 7 and committing of same were in 
possible violation of Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 24 1, 
involving a. conspiracy to deny UFW rights guaranteed by labor 
law statutes. The investigation centered around an individual 
identified as Joseph Jerome Ducote , known as a con man and former 
deputy sheriff, Santa Clara Count y i California. The inve stigation 
-further identi-f ied an accompitice', J | ~ 

Upon completion of our investigation, the USDJ advised that 
no Federal violation existed and that the information developed 
should be made available to appropriate local authorities. The 
Department's i nstruction s were fully complied with. 

Ducote and | | were recently charged by local authorities, 

Santa Clara County , with 14 counts of grand theft and possession 
and concealing stolen property. Ducote and | | have 

alluded to the fact that they were dealing with a security agency 
and it has been concluded by others that it must be the FBI . 

Comprehensive memoranda and affidavits submitted by both the 
San Francisco and Sacramento Divisions regarding this matter 
specifically deny that Ducote or his associates provided any 
stolen documents to Special Agents of the FBI or were ever 
operated as sources, informants, or at the direction of the FBI. 

Attached San Francisco teletype advises that on 5/10/76, Santa 
Clara County Assistant District A ttorney Willi am Hoffman appeared 
as witness in pretrial hearing of I \ motion to dismiss 

burglary indictments and denial of right to speedy trial. News- 
paper accounts of Hoffman's testimony revealed he concluded FBI 
lied to him and delayed reports to him concerning this matter. 

In an effort of cooperation to resolve innuendoes of complicity 
by FBI, a San Francisco Special Agent admitted to Santa Clara County 
investigators' receipt of a mailing list of San Jose Peace Center which 
is an organization Ducote burglarized. This mailing list received from 
independent informant having no connection with Ducote or associates. 
Thereafter, in reply to District Attorney's Office request for 
documents taken in Ducote ' s break-In, the San Francisco Office 
(SFO) "categorically denies receipt or possession of this material 
at any time." It is believed Hoffman used this denial of mailing 1 list 
received from Ducote as basis for his belief he had been lied to. 
Regarding the timeliness of SFO ' s response to Hoffman's letter of 
request, a review of correspondence reveals prompt and precise 
replies . 

Contacts with Santa Clara County law enforcement officers 
have revealed their opinion of Hoffman to be that he is 
"paranoid, impetuous, and extremely difficult to get along with." 
In addition to accusations against SFO, the State Attorney 
General's Office has been assailed in effort to impute a cover-up 
and delay by that office when, in fact, Santa Clara County 
District Attorney ' s Office received information from public 
sources contemporaneously with the FBI regarding burglaries. 

SAC, SFO has ordered a verbatim transcript be obtained regard- 
ing Hoffman's testimony. This will be available approximately 
5/19/76. SFO does not intend to let this unwarranted and

A review of the transcripts indicates that 
HOFFMAN inferred in his testimony during a pretrial 
hearing that SAC CHARLES W. BATES lied to him but he 
did not make that statement as set out in San Jose 
newspaper dated 5/11/76.

The San Francisco office later wrote to the District Attorney's 
office and categorically denied receipt or possession of any 
material taken in burglaries conducted by DUCOTE. 

SA SAMPLE testified at the pretrial hearing on 
5/19/76 and the Court record now contains the true facts 
concerning the Peace Center mailing list in the possession 
of the FBI. It is to be noted that HOFFMAN and his staff 
have been obsessed with the notion that the Bureau directed 
DUCOTE f s burglaries. 

On 12/5/75 a meeting was held at San Francisco 
including USA JAMES L. BROWNING, Jr., Deputy Attorney 
General ERIC COLLINS, and SAC CHARLES W. BATES. At this 
meeting COLLINS said that he would like to have certain 
information from FBI files and that he would direct a 
letter to this office setting out a formal request. The 
letter from COLLINS dated 12/10/75 was received by the 
San Francisco FBI office on 12/17/75 inasmuch as it was 
directed to USA BROWNING and was eventually forwarded to 
the San Francisco FBI office.

On 12/30/75, DOUGLAS LOGAN, Chief Investigator, 
Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office, telephonically 
contacted Bureau officials in Washington and complained that 
SAC BATES was not cooperating, would not furnish requested 
materials, and would not return telephone calls or answer 
letters which is all false.

The FBI cannot comment in any way on the question of 
whether any individual or organization is a source of informa- 
tion for the FBI. A refusal to reply to this type of inquiry 
should in no way be construed as an inference of association 
with any individual or organisation. • 

Unsolicited information is reviewed and filed along 
with solicited information. The FBI would not knowingly 
utilise information obtained illegally. Where it is determined 
that illegal information had been tendered to the FBI, a 
determination would be made concerning FBI jurisdiction in the 
matter, and in the absence of jurisdiction, the matter would be 
referred to appropriate authorities for their information* 

Director Kelley and the Attorney General have recently 
testified before the Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional 
Rights of the House Committee on the Judiciary concerning the 
subject of unsolicited information. Guidelines are currently 
being prepared by the Department of Justice on this matter. 

As members of a Federal investigative agency, FBI 
employees must at all times zealously guard and defend, the 
rights and liberties guaranteed to all * individuals by the 
Constitution. Therefore, FBI employees must not engage in any 
investigative activity which could abridge in any way the rights 
guaranteed to a citizen of the United States by "the Constitution 
and under no circumstances shall employees of the FBI engage in 
any conduct which may result in defaming the character , reputa- 
tion, integrity, or dignity of any citizen or organization of 
citizens of the United States. 

There is no question as to Special Agents being aware 
that informants cannot be directed to perform a function that . 
the Special Agent may not legally perform. All information 
furnished from informants is constantly sifted, analyzed, 
recorded and disseminated when warranted. The information 
from informants is verified where possible through either 
sources or individual investigations . A system of checks is 
constantly involved to, prevent an informant from producing 
erroneous information by accident or design. The FBI will not , 
knowingly utilize illegally obtained information,
